W ^tJR06a& by an Act passed in this present Session of 
Parliament, intituled, “ An Act for the Regulation of 
Municipal Corporations and Borough Towns in Ireland,” it is 
among other things enacted, that the several Boroughs, named in 
, the Schedules to the said Act annexed, should for the purposes of 
J such Act include the place or places, and none other, which should 
be comprehended within the Boundaries of each of the said 
Boroughs respectively, as sucli Boundaries should be settled by any 
Act to be passed for that purpose in this present Parliament, which 
i o Act when passed, should be deemed and taken to be part of the 
said recited Act as fully and effectually as if the same were incor- 
porated therewith ; provided always, that until the passing of such 
last-mentioned Act, and in default thereof, the Metes and Bounds 
of the several Boroughs named in the Schedule (A.) and in the 
15 first Section of the Schedule (B.) to the said recited Act annexed, 
from and after the time when the said recited Act should come into 
operation in each of the said Boroughs respectively, should for the 
purposes of the said recited Act be the same as the Limits thereof 
respectively settled and described in an Act passed in the second and 
o 0 third year of the reign of his late Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to 
settle and describe the Limits of Cities, Towns and Boroughs in 
Ireland, in so far as respects the Election of Members to serve m 
Parliament;” and the Metes and Bounds of the several Boroughs

named in the second Section of the said Schedule (B.) should, for 
the purposes of the said recited Act, be and remain as the same are 
now taken to be by virtue of any charter or usage : And whereas 
provision was further made by the said recited Act for dividing 
into Wards certain Boroughs named in the said Schedule (A.) pro- 5 
vided that Parliament should, by an Act to be passed in this present 
Parliament, direct in what manner such division should be made, 
and should define such Wards, and should apportion among the 
several Wards of each Borough the number of Councillors and 
Aldermen mentioned in conjunction with the name of such 10 
Borough in the said Schedule (A.), so that the number of Council- 
lors assigned to each Ward should be a number divisible by Three, 
and the number of Aldermen one-third of the number of Councillors, 
and in that case the number of Councillors and Aldermen so 
assigned to each Ward of such Borough, should thenceforth be the 15 
number to be elected in such Ward as in the said Act mentioned:

20 
hereinbefore mentioned in this present Act: And whereas the 
Boroughs whereof the Boundaries were so to be settled as in the

1. That the words “Northward,” “ Southward,” “ Eastward,” 
“Westward,” shall respectively be understood to denote only 

10 the general direction in which any Boundary proceeds from the 
point last described, and not that such Boundary shall continue 
to proceed throughout in the same direction to the point next 
described. 

2 . That when any Road is mentioned merely by the name of 

15 the place to which such Road leads, the principal Road thither 

from the City, Town or Borough of which the Boundary is in 
course of description shall be understood. 

3. That whenever a Line is said to be drawn from, to or 
through an object, such Line shall, in the absence of any direction 

20 to the contrary, be understood to be drawn from, to or through 
Ihe centre of such object, as nearly as the centre thereof can be 
ascertained. 

4 . That every Building through which, or through any part 
of which, any Boundary hereby established shall pass, shall be 

2 r considered within such Boundary. 

5. That whenever any Boundary by this Act established is 
said to pass along any other Boundary, or along any road, street, 
lane, path, river, stream, canal, drain, brook or ditch, the middle 
(as nearly as the same can be ascertained) of such other Boundary , 

30 or of such other road, street, lane, path, river, stream, canal, 
drain, brook or ditch, shall, in the absence of any direction to the 
contrary, be understood : Provided always, That when any such 
Boundary is said to pass along any side of any square, green or 
other space having an inclosed area within the same, the middle 

35 of the road, street or other way between such side of such 
square, green or other space having an inclosed area within the 
same, and the parallel or adjoining side of such inclosed area, 
shall, in the absence of any direction to the contrary, he undei- 
stood. 

40 6. That the middle of any Road or Lane shall be understood as 

the middle of the carriage-way along the same.

That when any Boundary by this Act established is said to 
proceed along a road, lane, path, river, stream, canal, brook

would be intersected by a line drawn along the middle of the 
, fence, hedge, wall, boundary, road, lane, path, river, stream, 
canal, drain, brook or ditch, so cutting, meeting, joining, cross- 
ing, or leaving, if such line were prolonged sufficiently far. 

9. That when a Line is said to be drawn to a road, lane, river, 2 o 
stream or canal, such Line shall, in the absence of any direction 

to the contrary, be considered as prolonged to the middle of such 
road, lane, river, stream or canal. 

10. That by the words “ Sea” and “ Sea Coast’* shall be 

understood the low water mark. 25 

11. That if any deficiency shall be found to exist in the line 
of any Boundary described in the said Schedule to this Act 
annexed, by reason of the intervention of any space between any 
two immediately consecutive points, such deficiency shall be 
supplied by a straight line to. be drawn from one to the other of q 0 
such immediately consecutive points. 

And be it Enacted, That all Places locally situate, or included 
within the Boundaries of any Borough or of any Ward thereof, as 
defined under this Act, shall for the purposes of this Act and of the 
said first recited Act only, be deemed and taken to be a part or 35 
parts of such Borough or of such Ward thereof respectively. 

Piovided always, and be it Enacted, That no misnomer or inac- 
curate description contained in this Act, or in the Schedule hereto 
annexed, shall in anywise prevent or abridge the operation of this 
Act, with respect to the subject of such description, provided 4° 
the same shall be designated so as to be commonly understood ; and 
that for the purpose of identifying the descriptions contained in the 
said Schedule, with the subject of such descriptions respectively, 

such 
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such descriptions shall, if such construction should be necessary, be 
held to apply to such subjects as they existed on the First day of 
March One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-six. 

AND whereas it is expedient that the Metes and Bounds of the 
5 several Boroughs and of the several Wards into which the same are 
by this Act respectively divided, as described in the Schedules to this 
Act annexed, should be constantly maintained, and that the same 
should be generally known; BE it Enacted, by the authority afore- 
said, That the Mayor of each of the said Boroughs respectively, 
10 within Six calendar Months after the first election of Municipal 
Officers to be held under the said first recited Act, shall cause to be 
set up, at the expense of the Body Corporate of which he is Mayor, 
permanent and conspicuous Boundary Marks of iron, wood, stone or 
other durable material, in exact conformity with, or as near as circum- 
15 stances will admit, to the respective Metes and Bounds of such 
Boroughs and the several Wards thereof specified in the Schedules to 
this Act annexed, and in the most public and convenient places along 
or near the line of such Metes and Bounds ; and further, within the 
period of Six calendar Months after the expiration of every successive 
20 period of Three Years after the first election of Municipal Officers to 
be held under the said first-recited Act, a Circuit of perambulation of 
the Metes and Bounds of such Boroughs respectively, and of the 
several Wards into which the same are by this Act respectively divided, 
as settled and described in the said Schedules to this Act annexed, 
25 shall be made by the Mayor for the time being of such Borough 
respectively, accompanied by the Town Clerk thereof, and the Town 
Clerk shall at the time of making such perambulation inquire whe- 
ther the Name or Names whereby the same or any part thereof are 
or is described in the said Schedules to this Act annexed, have or 
30 has been changed, and by what Name or Description the same 
are or is there commonly known and distinguished ; and if any 
change in the description thereof shall have taken place, shall 
note the same in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and to 
be called the “ Boundary Book" of such Borough ; and the Mayor 
35 is hereby required, in the event of any such Boundary Mark 01- 
Marks as aforesaid being obliterated or defaced, to cause the same to 
be renewed at the expense of the Body Corporate, within Three 
calendar Months next after such perambulation as aforesaid. 

Arid be it Enacted, That if any such Mayor or Town Clerk shall 
40 neglect to perform the duties hereinbefore described, such Majoi 01 
Town Clerk shall forfeit the sum of Twenty Pounds to His Majesty, 
to be recovered by action in any one of the Superior Courts at 
Dublin, or by Civil Bill in any Court of Record having jurisdiction 
within such Borough respectively.

not exceeding Forty Shillings, to be recovered, paid and levied ac- 
cording to the provisions in said first recited Act contained, relative 
to offences against the said Act, punishable upon summary con- 
viction. 

And be it Enacted, That the several Wards into which the io 
several Boroughs in the Schedule (H.) to this Act specified are by this 
Act respectively divided, shall henceforth be denominated and 
distinguished by the Name and Names by' which in such Schedule 
such Wards are specified and described, in conjunction with the 
Names of such Boroughs respectively, and by no other Name or 15 
Names. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or altered 
by any Act or Acts to be passed during this present Session of 
Parliament.
